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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acl<nowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
clainning the subject oiatter which the applicant regards as his Invention. 

3. Claims 1-9, 1 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing-to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims are in plural fomi, which is contrary to 
U.S. patent practice. Claims must be in singular form. Please correct. 

4. Claims 25-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP§ 21 72.01. The omitted steps are: All the claims fail to recite at least 
one essential step. For example, what are the reaction steps of the Heck reaction. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless *- 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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6. Claims 1-7, 11-14. 20 and 25-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by WO 03/031456, cited by Applicants. The '456 WO patent 
discloses and claims ortho-bis(1-phpspholanyl)heteroarenes useful as a ligand in 
transition metal catalyst. Said catalysts are useful in stereoselective synthesis, 
particularly hydrogenation. See claims 9-13 and Examples 11-13, 18 and 19. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 10 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
